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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicants' cancellation of claim 1 1 is sufficient in overcoming 
the rejection made to claims 7 and 1 1 under the second paragraph of 35 (JSC 112. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Concerning Applicants' request that the rejection 
made on the grounds of provisional nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting over copending Application N° 1 1/791,1 15 be held in 
abeyance until the instant claims are found to be allowable, the Examiner acknowledges Applicants' request and respectfully submits that 
the rejection will be maintained until such time as the claims are placed into condition for allowance. 

Applicants' arguments with regard to the rejection of claims 7, 8 and 10 under 35 USC 103(a) as being unpatentable over the teachings of 
Schmitt et al. have been fully considered but they are not persuasive [claim 11 is cancelled on entry of the amendment]. 

Applicants continue to argue that "the distinct manufacturing method [is] relevant because the method used in Schmitt would not 
result in the product of the present invention". 

In response, the Examiner respectfully disagrees and submits that Applicants' arguments concerning the distinct manufacturing methods of 
the Schmitt reference versus the instant composition remain irrelevant for two reasons, the more compelling of which is that no method 
limitations appear within the instant claims. In response to Applicants' arguments that the references fail to show certain features of 
Applicants' invention, it is noted that the features upon which Applicants rely (i.e., method steps for producing the instant invention) are not 
recited in any of the rejected claims. Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Secondly, the instant invention is directed to a composition rather than its method for producing said composition. Absent a clear showing 
of evidence to the contrary, said method limitations would be considered as product-by-process limitations (MPEP §2113). 
For these reasons, Applicants' arguments are found unpersuasive. Said rejection is therefore maintained. 
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
